It is a curious fact that Japan, who is now 
accused of nursing the embryon of a yellow 
conquest of Asta, should, at one phase of 
her history, have escaped, as by a miracle, 
complete annihilation as a nation by a 
Mongol invasion. In January 1267) (the 
gth year of the Bunyei Era), Kuprai Kahn, 
grandson of the conqueror Gingis Kahn, 
sent a message through Korea to Japan 
summoning that country to submit to his 
rule. ‘his munarch had cuntinued in the 
East the conquests of his prandsire in the 
West. Ginis Khan vanquished northern 
China and established his capital at Yin 
Kin (the Peking of to-day) and his hordes 
overran India, Turkestan and Russia (rom 
the Black Sea to the, Baltic. His grandson 
conquered south China and destroyed the 
song Dynasty, Kuprai Kabn's message was 
delivered at Kyuto to the prime minister of 
the Shogunate, Hojo Vokimune, who was in 
charge of the Governinent, the then Shogun 
being a minor, No reply was given to the 
summons and the messenger was expelled 
the county. ‘A second herald, sent on a 
similar mission, was executed = Then it 
was, in November 1274, that the Mongol 
Emperor equipped a feet of goo war junks 
with an army of 25,000 men on board, and, 
sent i off to invade Japan. ‘Phe small 
islands of ‘I’sushima and [ki were occupicd 
after severe fighting, and a descent was made 
on the coast of Kiushiu. Eventually the fleet 
was destroyed by a typhoon, and 13,000 men 
are said te have perished, the remainder fled 
back tu China. A second attemptto submit 
the Island Empire to his dominion was made, 
by the same monarch in May 1281. This 
time a formidable armada of 4.300 junks 
and an army of 140,000 men were sent over. 
They landed near the port captured by the 
first expedition and a desperate battle took 
place with the united samuri, lasting eight 
days, neither side retreating from their posi- 
tions, At midnight on the goth June, 
during a terrible storm, the Japanese nobles 
advanced and attacked the ships, half of 
which, being furced tu quit their moorings, 
were capsized. ‘The fighting went on for six 
days and resulted in a complete victory for 
the Japanese; the Imperial records state 
that 100,000 Mongols and 7,000 Koreans 
were slaughtered, which 1s quite probable, 


the wounded. ‘Thus terminated the attempt 
to submit Japan to Mongolian ‘supremacy 
With regard to the press campaign organised 


since in those days no mercy was accorded 


Mongol’ Bloc which would dominate al 
world. ‘Phat Japan will not rest content 

with the development ‘of her present re: 
sources is more than probable, and,. seuing 

the density of her population and the enter- 

prise of her people, -the extension of her 

trade and influence in Eastern Asia will. be 

but a natural consequence -of the continual | 
evolution of the world’s ‘races. Japan's pre- 

sent position is similar to that of Great 

Britain prior to the rapid progress of our 

Colonies in Australasia and Canada, and the 

development of Korea by Japanese capital 

and Japanese emigration must result from 

it, In the Hermit Empire there is sullicient 

territory and need of development to occupy 

the energy uf Japan's surplus population for 
a Uhousind years, and, at the end of the 

present struggle, the nation is too intelligent 
not to realise that a lony spel! of commer. 
cial. progress and prosperity will be necessary 
lo regain the time lost and re-adjust the 
financial situation of the country. Be 

sides, a successful termination of the war 
will most probably he followed by another 
change in the constitution of the Japanese 
Empire. The necessity for reform has been 
making ilself felt more and more each year 
asthe education of the nation has prdgressed. 
Unless it is accerded them te people will 
soon be clamouring fur a more complete 
system of representative government than 
they now possess. Not that their attach. 
ment to their Emperor and his dynasty bas 
diminished one iota, any more than the Bri- 
tish people, who have gained for themselves 
what is probably the most liberal govern 
ment in the world, are ever likely to regard 
their sovereign with aught clse save respect 
and devotion, But the subje®ts of the [sland 
Kipire are of good stock and proud of their 
pas which has always represented .a com: 
parative freedom when compared to the 
status of the other races of Asia, so that 
their desire for mure liberal instuutions has 
grown side by side with the progressing 
education of the nation, Necessity for 
internal reforms is likely to give cause for 
genous reflection to.’ Japan's statesmen 
ww the near future, “These will conse: 
quently have a more urgent and important 
tisk before them than the organisation 
of a: Sino-Japanese league of conquest, 
When a‘ truly representative Government 15 
established in Japan, the country will stand 
absolutely no risk of being led into a policy 
of ambitious adventure, either by one man 
or a party, though truth to tell tittle chance 
of such a thing occurring exists at present. 
The Japanese are brave to a fault but they 
are not only a fightig race, on the contrary 
‘they are -essentially a nation of enterprising 
commercial men and admirable culuvators. 
For us the danger of a Pan- Mongol supremacy 
does put cume trom Japan, and should Witt 
menace take form it will be a consequence 
of the success of Russia in the struggle now 
i proceeding. The acctssion to power of a 
new and victorious Japan will, we are assured, 
prove a must valuable adjunct to the civiliza-

A new treaty regulating the admission of 
Chinese into the United States is in prepara- 
tion. The existing Treaty, which was made by 
Secretary Gresham and Minister Yu in 1894, 
will expire next December by limitation. 

“Because the administration of the Chinese 
Exclusion Act is now confined to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labour it has been 
necessary for Secretary Hay to call upon Secre- 
tary Cortelyou to assist in the formation of the 
new Treaty. Secretary: Cortelyou will deal 
with those sections of the Treaty which practi- 
cal y prescribe the regulations that shall govern 
the admission of Cainese of tho higher class 
and the exclusion of coulies, Secretary Hay 
will take care of the diplomatic sections of the 
‘Treaty. 

While much reticence is observed at present 
as to the lines upon which the new Convention’ 
is being formed, there is reason to believe that 
it wil be more liberal in thr treatment of 
Chinese who desire to enter the United States, 
when they ore not actually of the coolie class, 
than the existing Treaty. ‘there also may be 
made provisions for the entry of Chinese 
labourers into the Panama Canal strip, 
although this is not certain, An attempt also 
has been made to avail of this opportunity to 
make move extensive use of Chinese lab-ur in 
the Philippines. :

smart horse anship which was not a hittle 
admired by the Japanese. 

At 2,30 the Japanese were mustered, all the 
dead and wounded had been carried away, and 
everything was in order, a distinct success 
having been atlained. Had it not been for the 
serious obstruction caused by snow, which 
made infantry marching very difficult, the 
Japangse forces would have pursued the enemy 
stillfamher; but, as they would no doubt be 
reinforced an reaching the ovher side of Tongju, 
it would have been uscless for the small body 
of cavalry available to attempt to overtake them 
alone. 

We have already given particulars of the 
casuallics in this engagement, the Russians, 
according to the official report, having Inst 
fifteen killed and wounded, and the Japanese 
seventeen, No mention is made in this account 
of the subsequent ocrapation ont onely by the 
Japanese.

(Nout Nrut, 3oth March).

After conveying all the people to 
the Mov/dé it was found that one of the Chinese 
was in reality a Japanese in Chinese costume 
with a false queue, Upon the conclusion of 
the inspection the commander of the Wovik 
left several of his own crew on board, and took 
the vessel in tow with the idea of returning to 
Port Arthur with the prize. After proceeding 
several miles the towing lines parted. The 
Commander of the Movs& then decided that in 
view of the slow speed of the steamer it would 
not be advisable for her to proceed herself 
in case the enemy. was met, Towing being 
impossible, orders were given, after taking of 
the crew and men, to sink the ship. This was 
accordingly done. The whole fleet then form- 
ed upin order and returned to Port Arthur 
reaching there at 2 p.m, It may also-be inter- 
esting to record that these are our first Japan- 
ese guests in Port Arthur, and comprise 9 
JMpanese and t1 Chinese. 


THE NEWCHWANG FIRING INCIDENT, 

In a telegram to the China Times dated 
Newchwang, rith inst, the following explany 
ation of the recent night firing there is given :— 

“There was an alarm last night about 12 20, 
Two steamers left and could not get over the 
bar before dark, so the pilot boats showed 
their lights as signals to indicate to the 
steamers how much water there was on the bar. 
The Russiags: took the lights to be Japanese 
gunboats and opened fire, ‘They fired between 
20 and 30 shots with their big ,uns. The 
River police fired on a Chinese junk in the 
river at about t.jo am, killing two and wound. 
ing two of her ciew. It is stated that the junk 
was breaking the harbour regulations, She 
was simply crossing the river to take some 
merchants out of the range of the guns. 


NEWCHWANG NOTES 
Chefoo, 12th April. 
It is generally considered by foreigners 


arriving here from the North that the Russians 


at Newchwang are not at present in a position 
to offer much resistance to the Japarese in 
the event of the latter attempting to effect a 
landing there, Several thousand Chinese 
coolies, under Russian supervision, are at work 
crecting breastworks, digging trenches and 
building forts, but unless the Russians con- 
siderably strengthen their artillery thedefence of 
Newchwang is not likely to be a prolonged one. 
Much has been written aod wired about the 
reconstruction cf the partly der olished Chin- 
ese fort, originally built to protect the river 
entrance, bul considering the fact that ts pre- 
sent armaments only consist of one or two old 
sieve guns captured from the Chinese at Port 
Arthur, the fort cannot be ragarded as a serious 
obstacle, Mast of the field artillery is also nan- 
effective in point of calibre, and would be ou:- 
classed in range and fire by the more modern 
guns of the Japanese army. 

Possibly owing to the gener. | feeling prevaii- 
ing among the Russians that Newchwang 
would be attacked by the Japanese as s00n as 
the river was free of ice, many of the trenches 
and earthworks have been constructed on flats 
which are submerged by spring tides, couse- 
quently ifthe Japanese delay operations much 
longer the majority of these defences, will, in 
all probability, be demolished by the sea. 

The lightship, buoys, and all marks indjc.ting 
the channel fo the port have been removed, 
and mines have been prepared to protect the 
entrance of the river. 

Orders have been issued requiring steamers 
totake on board pilots on leaving ard entering 
the ports, A notification has also been issued 
by the Russian authonties to, the effect that all 
men-of-war or merchant vessels without lights 
during the night or flags during the day or fail- 
ing to hoist these after a warning by gunfire, 
will be considered enemics and sunk accord- 
ingly. 

There are still four or five steamers at New- 
chwang taking in cargo and the beancuke 
factories are working day and night in order to 
make use of these vessels. The Chinese have 
solicited the various shipping companies 10 
send further steamers, but it is extremely 
doubtful whether any tnore will call there. 

The exodus vf Crinese ‘continues by boat 
and rail; all the Foreign woméo and chiidren, 
* with one or two exceptions, have already 
departed. The Custom and Chinese railway 
officials still remajn at their posts and up to 
the present the war has not appreciably dimin- 
ished the number of the European male popul- 
ation.’

Lodging and subsistence of Press correspon- 
ents in the field shall be directed by the 
Quartermaster. 

Art. [1.—Press correspondents shall be 
commanded by the supervising officer, obey 
the orders of this Army Headquarters, and act 
recording to the instructions given by it. 

Art. 1V—Press correspondents should lo: k 
and behave decently and should never do any- 
thing disorderly. 

Art V.—Press correspondents should take 

are not to do anything harmful to the troops 
and never enter the office rooms of the Head- 
quarters. ; 

Art. Vi—When thonght necessary by the 
Army Headquarters, Press correspordents may 
he attached to same of the Army’s detachments, 
in which case Press correspondents shall be 
commanded by the commander of that detach- 
ment or by the supervising officer and obey his 
onders. 

Art VEIL—Press correspondents shall nat go 
about in the battle-field except at the tine and 
placeshown by the supervising officer or the 
detachment commander. 

Art. VIII.—All the correspondence of Press 
correspondents (including their reports, private 
letters, telegrams, etc.) mist be inspected by 
the supervising officer before sending. . 

The supervising officer, alter inspecting such 
correspondence, shall seal (if enveloped) and 
stamp passed inspection" upon the envelope, 
the note-paper, or the telegraph application 
paper, and then give it back to the sender. 

The name of the correspondent and of the 
press he presents, must always be written on 
the envelope or the front page of the repart, 

Art. [X.—Carrespondence without the in- 
Spector's stamp is not allowed, 

Art. X.—Correspondence in a foreign lan- 
qtage may in some cases be requested to be 
accompanied by a Japanese translation, or the 
kind of language to be used may be limited. 

Art. X1.—Corespondents must pay particular 
attention to the followmg items :— 

1. Things tiable to disiurb the pu‘ lic peace 
or to dispirit the troops should not be written. 

2. Only the facts of the past may be written 
in regard to the actions of the treops and never 
the things to happen in fulure or of mere sup- 
position,

WEI-HAI-WEI AND BRITISH POLICY. 
Chi-Nam-Po, March 21, véa Wei-hai-wei, March 
22, per The Timcs special steamer /Yatmun. 

The question of Wei-hai-wei is one which 
demands serious attention at the present time. 
According (o the terms of the existing under- 
standing the British lease of this port will be 
affected in the event of the expulsion of the 
Russians from Port Arthur, Que policy in this 
matter has been casual in the extreme, We 
possess here the finest open barbour either in 
the Yellow Sea ar the Gulf of T'e-chi li, yet we 
are indifferent enough to keep it unprotected, 
It is a sd spectacle to see the haifcompleied 
fortifications and the crumbling embrasu-es 
‘There is no evidence to support the theory that 
the place is indefensible. On the contrary, rt 
could be made almost impregnable even with 
a small garrison, The Chinese inhabitants, 

150,009 in number, are subjects who might be 
easily und cheaply governed; in fact they prac: 
ticully gavern themselves. 

With Germany slowly drawing her meshes 
over the Shan-tung peninsula, we cannot afford 
to shelve the question of We -hai-wei, Toaban- 
don it is impossible ; to beg the question as we 
are doing at present is childlike, With Japan 
holding Port Arthur in strength and Eng'and 
heiding Wei-hai-wei in similar strength the 
integrity of China would be assured in spite of 
all other Powers.
